REV. Dn. HATCH of Santa Clara op- 


posed "No License" at the recentelec- 
tion In that town. Nevertheless, Dr. 
Hatch is as sincere a temperance man 
as any who oppose License. He, In 
common -with many teioperaneemen, 
takes a practical softer view of the 
question as presented by the Local 
Option Law, and sees that the act is 
unjust in every particular. The at- 
tempt to crush out Intemperance by 
guch measures as tils law In question, 
would be futilw in the extreme and al- 
together foolish. If No License should 
prevail, brewers would be permitted 
to sell five gallons of beer and every 
drinking man would have his keg of 
"lager" at home, where his children 
might be Instructed to "follow in the 
footsteps ot their Illustrious predeces- 
sor." Those who could, ;by hook or 
crook, raise enough money to buy five 
gallons of " rotgut" — because they 
would be compelled to buy the vilest 
quality in order to secure the legal 
quantity—would enjoy a protracted 
season of guzzling around their own 
hearthstones, while their families 
patiently starved. We are taught that 
if we would effectually destroy an ob- 
noxious tree we must strike at the 
root. To attempt to kill it by patient- 
ly plucking the leaves one by one 
would be folly in the superlative de- 
gree; and the attempts to remove In- 
temperance by such measures as the 
Local Option Law In equally unwise, 


quite an open question 


whether this new prohibition law will 
accomplish the rjsult intended, those 
In favor of it should certainly pause 
before they call by hard names men 
who may differ only ftom themselves 
in the matter of having longer heads. 
It cannot be over pleasant for this lat- 
ter class to be accused by hot-headed 
entl'usiasts, however good thmr mo- 
tives, of being abettors of vice, im- 
morality and crime. There are many 
good and tolerably respectable people 
In Oakland who, judging from espe 
rlence and observation, believe tha 
the result of the local option law, i 
curried here, will simply be thato 
driving from the city many men with 
a repugnance to legislation on mora 
and social problems; men who do no 
loolc with favor upon the darker sld 
of Puritanism. There are also many 
who reading history believe that leg 
islatlon on such evils, have precisely 
contrary the result intended.
